AS always, the Sunday Night Proms. 

“provide a sound diet for the musical

Schubert's “Trout” - Quintet is 
hors d’oeuvre tonight and a very fine 
choice too. I did refer to this work 
very briefly some weeks ago in these 
notes, but only ‘by way of” passing 
mention. It deserves more space than 
could be given to the subject at the 
time, and the fact that it falls into the 
category of Chamber Music should not 
deter a would-be amateur music lover 
from listening. Chamber music seems 
to be the popular. butt of the anti- 
classicists for some reason, although 1 
have never been able to follow the 
_teason for this peculiar animosity. 


: ° ° * . 


‘ recent definition of Chamber music 
«is that it is “music for friends” 
and’a more admirable grasp of all that 
this type of music postulates ‘would be 
difficuk to find, especially is so few 
words. ° Chamber Music can be traced 
back through many centuries although 
the form which we know today most 
probably originated in the “music di 
camera,” emanating from Italy in ot 
about the Borgian period. Here, three 
or four intimate friends gathered to- 
gether and made music for themselves 
in the quiet surroundings of their own 
houses. The amateur violinist or pian- 
ist however, poor he or she may be as 
a performer, will tell you he‘will play 
his part in a string Quartet and tho 
roughly enjoy himself. However much 
the music may be mangled, (or the 
composer tum in his grave!), your 
amateur would sooner do this than 
listen to the same quartet played by 
the finest musicians in the World. In 
this, I feel, lies the secret and charm 


of all CHamber Music. although, of 
course, in the “Trout" Quintet lies 
beauty itself.

SCHUBERT himself belonged to the 
Romantic School of musical thought 


and first imposed this characteristic 
into Chamber Music. Before him. 
Chamber Music had been written 
mostly for string combinations 
(which means of interpretation. 
of course. more truly _ interprets 
the music than any other being 
the ideal medium for the par- 


- Pose) and its form had been classically 
moulded. Schubert. however. being 
brought up in a musical home where 
his father’s friends’ were forever call- 
ing “to make music” ch their own. 
found himself ideally equipped when 
he turned his Iynical gifts to this 
Musical form. The “Trout™ Quintet, 
incidentally, is so called because it 
contains variations of a song of Schu- 
bert's by the same name. which he 
wroté for his friend, Vogl. the Singer.

THIS series continues, the composer 

this week being Cesar Franck, one of 
the most emingnt of French musicians. 
Franck, who-died in 1890, was a more 
prolific composer than is generally 
realised. He wrote for piano, organ, 
voice, string quartets and orchestra. 
Indeed, his songs are some of his love- 
tiest works and worthy to rank high 
with the best of Hugo Wolf, Reynaldo 
Hahn, & Faure. Perhaps Franck _ is 
best known for his argan music, which 
is -amongst the best ever written for 
this difficult instrument. He did not 
neglect the orchestra ‘though and “Le 
Chausseur Maudit" must be one of the 
most descriptive pieces of programme 
music ever written. His music is large- 
ly influenced by non-secular considera- 
tions, and, for sheer fervour and in- 
tensity. his song “La Procession," must 
be difficult to equal. do commend 
this to all lovers of music, especially 
if they can get hold of McCormack's 
interpretation of it from ‘the H.M.V. 
Lists.

During a bombing raid in Europe, an 
R.AF. Lancaster had its two port en- 
gines shot out of action by flak. The 
pilot told the second pilot to cut the 
two port engines and feather the pro- 
pellers — that Is, turn the blades into 
the wind. . 


But in the general excitement the 
second pjlot, who was on his first raid, 
cut the two starboard engines instead:

-It was pitch 
dark. He decided that the plane must 
be still in the air, and that everyone 
else had baled out.

five feet below. . i

crudest kind of flying blunder — mis- 
handling the controls. By improving 
the layout of the cockpit, designers 
have tried to eliminate errors of this 
sort, though swithout , complete success.

This has happened a num- 
ber of times when landing approaches 
were being made in bad weather. In 
the U.S.A. 35 per cent. of all flying ac- 
cidents in 1946 occurred when planes 
were coming in to land. : 


When planes crash into high ground 
during a fiight at night or in bad visi- 
bility, the cause is usually a mistake in 
navigation. A pilot may be flying at 
5,000 feet because he thinks he is over 
a plain when. in tact, He is 40 miles 
off his required track, and close to a 
range of mountains. Sometimes a man 
who is lost above cloud descends to see

A’bad navigator can, of course, get 
a plane into as much trouble as # bad 
pilot. This was shown in the case of 
the airliner Bermuda Queen, which 
was forced to come down in the Atlan- 
fie. 


The inquiry revealed that the navi- 
gator had slept for nine hours while 
the plane flew into headwinds and ran 


out of petrol Part of the blame was 


also laid on the pilot. 


A pilot {s supposed to keep in touch 
with his crew, and maintain a com- 
mon-sense check on the navigation; he 
should not let his navigator remain as- 
leep. . 


In air-navigational circles, falling as- 
leep on the job is considered avery 
bad thing. Instructors at RCAF. 
navigation schools in Canada used .to 
say to their pupils: “It's dangerous, to 
relax in an. aircraft’for more than 
about thirty seconds.” 


During the war some classic navi 
tional errors were made on both side: 
One Canadian traince pilot lost’ his 
way because, when he meant to do a 
180-degree turn. he turned through 360

Each of a Catalina’s two engines has 
adjustable plates, called gills, around 
its covering, to regulate the flow of 
cooling air, During single-engine fly- 
ing it was part of the ‘engineer’s job 
to keep the gills of the active engine 
open, for the cooling. effect, and those 
round the dead engine closed, so it 
would not get too cold. - 


Instead, he did the opposite. He kept ' 
the gills round the.active engine shut, ;
